Her father was with Arnold when the treachery which was to have 


delivered West Point to tlie English was discovered. 
Ho was with thnt 


.S ;,iorlcan general during the period of starvation which his soldiers under- 
went. 


"I have often heard my father tell," said Mrs. Meade, "of how Arnold's 


soldiers were nearly starved to death. He himself became so weak that he 
could hardly stand, and he saw hardy men He prone on the ground only to 
be aroused when hunger drove them frantic." 


(if this period Mrs. Meade's son, C. R. Meade, of Plymouth, Wis., said: 
"I was with my grandfather a great deal during the last two years of 


his life and he told me of nn Incident during the time he nnd the other 
soldiers so nearly died of starvation. One day matters came to such n pass 
that the men could hardly stand for lack of food. About half a mile from 
the camp was a farmhouse, where he know that the housewife kept a cow. 
He determined to roach that farmhouse ot about the time the woman would 
be through milking nnd beg for a drink of milk. 
With groat dilliculty ho 


reached It. He was HO weak thnt ho could not walk. He hnd to crawl. 'The 
woman bad just finished nnd had the ml|k in a bucket.

It was the

BABYLONIANS 


Bashi Bazotiks Are Committing All Kinds of 


Excesses—In One Engagement In Albania a 


NumbeJ Were Killed and Wotinded 


Constant lnople--Tho Turkish author- 


ities are disquieted at tho 
recent 


appearance of bauds of 
Armenian 


revolutionists, coming from Russia, 
in the districts ol Bayazid and Sasun, 
Armenia, and are adopting rigorous 
measures to guard the frontier. Tho 
Armenians cross in small parties iu 
the 
neighborhood of 
Bayazid and 


thence mako their way to,the Sasun 
mountains, where they are safe from 
pursuit. 
It is alleged here that tho 


Russian authorities of Karia, Asiatic 
Russia, are aware of the movements 
of the Armenians, but they do not 
intend to interfere. 


It is believed that the appearance of 


these bands indicates a revival of 
activity on the part of the old Armen- 
ian committees, who are understood 
t'j be anxious to take advantage of 
possible complications arising from 
the Macedonian situation, in which 
case the claims of the Armenians will 
be re rived and the same advantages 
gained by the 
Macedonians 
from 


European intervention will be de- 
manded lor Armenia. 


Tho Turkish government has noti- 


fied tho Bulgarian oxarch that Geras- 
simos, bishop of Strumitz, Macedonia, 
has been removed, and has invited the 
exarch to appoint his successor. The 
exarch, however, refuses to recognize 
the authority of 1 .he Turkish govern- 
ment to remove tho bishop and has 
advised (uTassimos, who is practically 
a prisoner iu his owu houso,to remaiu 
firm. It i.s alleged that Bishop Ceras- 
simos is a supporter of the Macedonian 
movement, but it is also stated that 
the charges are brought by the clergy. 
Tho prisons of Macedonia are over- 
flowing with Bulgarians, the Turkish 
wit hot-it U'!< hoping to thereby paralyze 
the actio,u of tho Macedonian commit- 
tees.
